ever, we are going to lease-it with an option to buy for the next few

2. New Cars: D&R GW have sold us two flat cars Im we felt we 
needed badly to increase our train capacity, The best revenue we can get 
is a longer train full of people, not more trains, and the flat cars can 
be pressed into service faster with more people on them than any other 
method. 


3. Revenue: We are now seeing an increase in revenue over expenditures. 
If we are as successful in August and September as the latter part of 
July, we will have an adequate amount of Cash to see I, through until 
the Public Issue which will hopefully be ready sometime in October or 
November.
